Continued from No. 3: The proposed amendment would require a further search and 
consideration because the insertion of the pH limitation to claim 1 would overcome all 
the pending rejections but § 102 rejection made in view of Clarke et al. (US 4818523), 
which rejects claims 1-5 and 7. Further search and consideration would be necessary 
to determine whether the remaining claims would have been still obvious in view of this 
and/or other prior art reference. 

Continued from No. 11: Regarding the anticipation rejection made in view of Clarke et 
al. applicants assert that the prior art range of 0.5-1 .5 % is "neither within, overlapping 
or touching applicants' claimed range of 2% to 30 % by weight". Examiner respectfully 
disagrees, as the disclosed range is in fact taught as "from about 0.5 to about 1 .5 %". 
Applicants 1 lower limitation, 2 % is within the overlapping or touching "about 1 .5%". The 
rejection is maintained. 

The remaining arguments are moot as they are based on the proposed claim 
amendment, which is not entered.
